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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
references alone or in combination teach or suggest a composition comprising: 

a Fe-Si based composite compound sintered power having a grain size of -325 
mesh and containing 20 to 70 % silicon by weight; and 

a colloidal silica solution containing 15 to 30 parts by weight of silica solid matter 
with respect to 1 00 parts by weight of the sintered powder nor the improved properties 
resulting from the use of this composition as a siliconizing composition for steel as 
demonstrated by the data set forth in Tables 1 , 2, 3, and 4 of the specification. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
